Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  I96I,  This  report  is  compiled  on  similar  lines  to  last 
year  to  comply  with  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

Buxton  is  situated  on  the  upper  reaches  of  the  l/Vye  at 
an  elevation  of  approximately  1 ,000  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  mid-year  population  is  19»320  of  whom  a large  part  are 
engaged  directly  or  indirectly  in  the  work  of  running  a first 
class  small  holiday  resort  and  spa,  A further  proportion 

find  their  emplo3nnent  in  the  nearby  important  lime-stone  quarries 
to  the  north-east  and  south  of  the  area  and  also  in  an  important 
light  industrial  undertaking  in  Chapel-en-le-Frith,  On  the 

whole  throughout  the  year  figures  for  permanent  \memployment 
have  remained  at  a lov/  level. 

The  vital  statistics  are  based  on  figures  supplied  by 
the  Registrar  General  and  which  on  examination  provide  a very 
satisfactory  overall  picture  of  the  health  of  the  town.  The 

estimated  mid-year  population  shows  a slight  increase  over  the 
figure  for  I960,  which  is  surprising  in  that  we  have  lost  the 
R.A.F.  contingent  from  Harpur  Hill,  The  adjusted  death  rate 

at  12,3  is  slightly  lovt^er  and  compares  favourably  v/ith  the 
national  death  rate  at  12,0,  but  the  birth  rate  has  fallen  this 
year  from  the  very  high  figure  of  i960,  and  this  year  is  below 
the  national  average  Y\rhen  adjusted  and  may  be  in  part  a 
reflection  of  the  housing  difficulties  facing  newly  married 
couples.  The  natural  increase,  i,e,  excess  of  births  over 

deaths  is  113*  The  various  figures  for  infant  mortality  are 

slightly  higher  this  year,  but  based  on  a relatively  small  number 
of  births  are  not  a cause  for  anxiety  and  the  maternity  services 
locally  work  extremely  smoothly.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 

general  practitioner  maternity  unit  at  Corbar  Hall  is  very  much 
appreciated  by  all  concerned,  With  regard  to  the  deaths 

which  have  taken  place,  deaths  from  heart  disease  is  the  most 
frequent  cause.  There  has  been  a decline  in  the  number  of 

deaths  from  malignant  disease  and  in  particular  the  number  of 
cases  of  lung  cancer  shov/  a decrease  of  50^o,  However,  this  is 
not  a reason  for  complacency  and  we  must  continue  to  urge  on  the 
young  the  desirability  to  avoid  the  smoking  habit,  which  is  now 
being  more  readily  accepted  in  the  minds  of  the  general  public 
as  the  most  important  single  ’’cause*'  of  lung  cancer.  At  the 

time  of  writing,  the  Report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  on 
Smoking  in  relation  to  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Other  Diseases  has 
not  only  inditted  cigarette  smoking  as  associated  with  the 
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incidence  of  limg  cancer,  "but  with  hronchitis,  heart  disease  and 
other  conditions  as  well.  Of  these,  chronic  bronchitis  or 

the  "English”  disease  plays  a large  part  in  lowering  the 
efficiency  of  the  vrarking  population  in  middle  and  early  old 
age,  and  while  we  may  hope  that  some  day  the  carcinogen  may  be 
identified  and  removed  from  tobacco  smoke,  we  shall  still  be 
left  with  the  smoke  and  probably  chronic  bronchitis  too  which 
is  a smoke  disease  unless  the  habit  is  discarded  universally. 

The  other  important  factor  with  regard  to  respiratory  disease  is 
atmospheric  pollution  and  I feel  that  we  must  pay  more  attention 
to  this,  since  by  and  large  throughout  the  comitry  the  proportion 
of  atmospheric  pollution  caused  by  domestic  smoke  as  compared  v/ith 
industrial  smoke  has  risen  during  the  past  fev/  years  from  about 
fifty  per  cent  of  each  to  thirty  per  cent  industrial  and  seventy 
per  cent  domestic  as  industry  is  putting  its  house  in  order  more 
rapidly  than  the  domestic  fuel  burner.  I hope  that  the  Council 

will  not  be  deterred  by  the  recollection  that  their  first  attempt 
to  schedule  a smoke  control  area  met  virith  no  success  from  assessing 
the  position  accurately  locally  in  the  very  near  future  by  the 
installation  of  such  appliances  for  taking  measurements  as  are 
considered  necessary,  since  as  I have  pointed  out  before,  the 
proportion  of  coal  burned  per  head  in  this  relatively  cold  climate 
must  be  v/ell  in  excess  of  the  national  average,  and  much  of  which 
is  burned  inefficiently  in  old  fashioned  grates. 

The  fore  shade  vifed  withdrawal  of  the  patronage  of  the 
National  Health  Service  has  given  rise  to  some  anxieties  with 
regard  to  the  future  of  the  Corporation's  om  Treatment  Centre, 
However,  it  is  welcome  news  that  the  Centre  is  to  continue  albeit 
in  a somev/hat  reduced  capacity,  as  whatever  the  reason  more  people 
at  the  present  time  are  insuring  themselves  throu^  organizations 
which  provide  for  payment  of  fees  in  whole  or  part  for  private 
medical  treatment  and  in  an  ageing  population  more  and  more  people 
are,  I vrauld  think,  likely  to  require  skilled  pliysio therapy.  I 

feel  that  the  day  of  the  Spa  is  not  over  -unless  and  until  there  is 
a very  significant  breakthrough  in  the  treatment  of  rheumatic 
diseases. 


During  the  year  the  County  Council  opened  their  new 
clinic  on  Bath  Road.  This  clinic  not  only  provides  for  a full 

range  of  infant  and  maternity  clinic  services  but  also  houses  the 
Child  Guidance  Clihic  and  the  Chiropody  Clinic.  I need  hardly 

say  how  much  this  has  been  appreciated  and  I particularly  welcome 
and  am  grateful  for  the  help  and  co-operation  I have  personally 
had  from  Dr,  Thorpe,  the  Child  Psychiatrist  and  his  staff.  The 

Chiropody  Service  in  the  case  of  the  aged  is  fulfilling  a widely 
needed  want. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  Council  together 
with  the  County  Council  and  the  W.V. S.  took  part  in  discussions 
which  have  resulted  at  the  time  of  \?riting  in  the  inauguration  of 
a much  needed  "Meals  on  Fiheels"  Service, 

During  the  year  the  Buxton  Home  Safety  Committee  v/as 
very  active  and  for  the  second  year  organised  a Home  Safety  Week  to 
coincide  with  the  National  Fire  Prevention  V7eek  and  included  a Home 
Safety  Exhibition  in  the  Pavilion  Gardens,  Nevertheless  a 

tragic  accident  recently  involving  a fatality  due  to  clothing 
catching  fire  has  highlighted  the  need  for  further  publicity  to  be 
taken  on  the  desirability  for  clothing  of  all  kinds  where  practicable, 
and  it  mostly  is,  to  be  made  of  flameproof  material.  The  extra 
cost  is  trivial  and  where  children's  wear  is  concerned  should  be 
"a  must,"  Another  serious  accident  occurred  during  the  year  in 

which  a boy  lost  his  hand  after  a firework  accident  and  this  to  my 
mind  is  something  which  needs  stricter  legislation  to  control  sales, 
etc,  in  an  attempt  to  stem  the  annual  national  toll  of  burning 
tragedies  in  November  from  this  cause. 
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During  the  year  two  of  the  three  Council  *s  swimming 
pools  were  re-opened  at  the  Natural  Baths,  but  do  not  provide  the 
space  or  the  amenities  required  and  one  regrets  very  much  the  delay 
in  providing  a nev;  and  up  to  date  swimming  pool  which  is  large 
enough  for  the  town  and  its  surrounding  districts.  One  knows 
only  too  v/ell  that  the  number  of  deaths  from  drowning  each  year 
is  much  too  high  and  in  most  cases  if  a child  is  not  given  the 
opportunity  to  learn  to  swim  during  his  school  days  the 
opportunity  to  do  so  is  lost  for  ever. 

During  the  year  no  house  building  has  taken  place, 
but  we  were  able  to  acquire  35  houses  vacated  by  the  R,A,P,  and 
though  this  v;as  a help  it  was  not  enough  to  allow  for  the 
Clearance  Areas  already  scheduled  to  be  dealt  with.  This  is 

unfortunate,  since  these  dwellings  have  deteriorated  further 
since  they  were  originally  represented  and  one  regrets  the 
necessity  for  their  continued  occupation,  I feel  that  more 

should  be  done  to  improve  the  housing  conditions  of  the  aged 
whether  by  more  purpose-built  bungalovirs  and  maisonettes  or  by 
conversions  of  existing  property,  I do  not  think  that  the 

’’two  year  rule”  should  be  applied  to  old  people  since  ground 
floor  accommodation  may,  and  often  is,  an  emergency  requirement 
in  the  case  of  the  aged  when  some  physical  disability,  often 
cardiac  disease,  supervenes.  In  spite  of  a great  deal  of 

publicity  inadequate  use  is  being  made  of  the  various  Improvement 
Grants  and  the  ultimate  solution  may  well  be  compulsion  in  the 
form  of  "modernisation  areas."  Houses  in  multi-occupation 

are  a problem  locally,  not  of  enormous  magnitude  by  any  means 
but  relatively  of  importance,  since  in  some  cases  the  living 
conditions  in  this  type  of  house  are  inadequately  described  by 
the  word  "squalid," 

The  Health  Department  has  continued  to  do  what  it  can 
to  maintain  and  in^rove  the  food  hygiene  standard  generally  in 
the  tovm,  though  no  courses  were  organized  during  the  year  with 
the  College  of  Further  Education,  I hope  that  they  will  be 

resumed,  however,  in  19^2,  'Nith  the  present  staff  it  is  not 

possible  to  maintain  a meat  inspection,  which  is  being  done 

at  present,  together  with  all  the  other  calls  on  their  time  to 
give  as  much  attention  as  one  would  like  to  this  important 
subject  which,  as  I pointed  out  last  year,  involves  the 
supervision  of  food  premises  which  can  and  are  undertaken  by 
persons  vifho  have  not  even  acquired  the  knovv^ledge  of  the 
elementary  general  hygienic  principals  involved. 

The  .7a ter  Undertaking  in  a tovm  of  this  size  fully 
cornplies  with  modem  requirements.  One  still  regrets  the 
delay  which  continues  to  take  place  in  implementing 
fluoridation  of  mains  water  in  this  country  generally  since 
this  "practicable  and  effective  public  health  measure"  can 
only  confer  its  full  benefit  ¥/hen  the  effect  is  extended 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  child* s growing  life  including  the 
pre-natal  period  so  that  each  year  that  passes  means  that  a 
number  of  children  will  grow  up  and  lose  the  benefit  in  whole 
or  part  which  they  could  have  obtained  to  their  dental  health. 

As  regards  the  tovwi*s  sewerage  system  the  reconstruction 
of  the  Sewage  Works  is  now  in  its  final  phase  which  is  a matter  of 
very  great  satisfaction  and  sane  thing  for  ¥/hich  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  the  Council  are  rightly  proud. 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  agreed  to  the 
appointment  of  a Pupil  Health  Inspector  and  I feel  that  this  is 
a commendable  decision,  as  if  vire  are  to  maintain  a sufficient 
supply  of  qualified  Health  Inspectors  of  the  right  type  we  must 
make  use  of  every  line  of  approach  and  make  it  possible  for 
potential  candidates  to  obtain  their  practical  training  locally. 

The  pupil  too  has  something  to  offer  and  should  be  a useful 
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member  of  the  team  during  his  second  year  onwards,  I still, 

hov/ever,  as  I said  last  year,  think  that  an  additional  Health 
Inspector  should  be  appointed  to  the  permanent  staff* 

In  concluding  this  report  I should  like  to  pay  tribute 
once  again  to  the  help  I have  had  from  very  many  people  in  the 
town,  particularly  the  general  practitioners  and  the  local  press* 
I am  very  grateful  indeed  to  the  Borou^  Council  and  especially 
the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support 
and  kindness.  Finally  I should  like  to  record  my  sincere 

thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  loyalty, 
co-operation  and  cheerfulness  during  another  busy  year*

feter  Supply;  The  water  supplies  of  the  Borough  are 
mainly  upland  surface  water.  The  supplies  are  tested 
chemically  and  hacteriologically  at  least  once  a month  and  daily 
examinations  are  conducted  for  pH  and  residual  chlorine. 

The  Borough  is  served  hy  three  main  impounding 
reservoirs  - Stanley  Moor,  Lightwood  and  Burbage  - which  have 
upland  moorland  gathering  grounds.  Subsidiary  supplies  are 

obtained  from  the  carboniferous  limestone  bore  hole  at  Stanley  Moor 
and  the  millstone  grit  bore  hole  at  Portobello.  Treatment  of  all 

supplies  is  carried  out  at  Stanley  Moor  and  Lightv/ood  filter  stations, 
each  of  vdiich  has  a complete  filtration,  chemical  dosing  and 
chlorination  system.  High  level  areas  on  Brown  Edge  Road  and 
Manchester  Road  are  served  from  a covered  surface  reservoir  at  Cold 
Springs.  Other  high  level  areas  at  Ladrnanlov/  and  Harpur  Hill 
are  supplied  from  a second  service  reservoir  at  Terret.  A 
further  covered  reservoir  of  one  million  gallons  capacity  is 
situated  at  Corbar  and  acts  as  a balancing  tank  to  the  Lightwood  und 
Stanley  Moor  supplies. 

All  other  reservoirs  and  supplies  previously  used  have  now 
been  cut  off. 

The  waters  at  Stanley  Moor  and  Lightwood  have  definite 
plumbo  solvent  action,  but  these  are  carefully  observed  and  due 
precautions  taken  to  minimize  the  plumbo- solvency. 

ilienever  any  sample  of  v;ater  is  found  to  be  unsatisfactory, 
further  sam^pling  is  carried  out  and  hacteriologically  pure  water  is 
secured  by  means  of  Chlorination.

OTHER  DISEASE  - GENERAL 


During  the  year  Infective  Hepatitis  continued  to  occur,  but 
the  number  of  cases  were  fem^er  and  more  sporadic  and  there  were  no 
deaths  from  this  cause,  Yifhile  supplies  v/ere  available,  gamma 

globulin  vms  administered  to  family  contacts  with  encouraging 
results,  though  the  series  was  too  small  to  draw  any  firm 
conclusions.  Nevertheless,  as  far  as  is  known  only  one  contact 

who  received  gamma  globulin  developed  jaundice,  and  in  that  case 
the  disease  occurred  a day  or  two  after  the  injection. 

One  case  of  mild  generalised  vaccinia  occurred  in  a child 
who  was  vaccinated  at  the  age  of  six  weeks.  Hyper  immune 

gamma  globulin  \Yas  administered  and  the  child  made  a rapid  and 
complete  recovery. 

Influenza  occurred  during  the  month  of  January  reaching  a 
peak  at  the  week  ending  3"l  st  January  when  the  figures  for  the 
sickness  claims  benefits  for  Buxton  and  districts  reached  a 
maximum  of  516%  above  the  vifeekly  average.  Samples  submitted 

to  the  Virus  Laboratory  at  Sheffield  resulted  in  the  isolation  of 
Influenza  virus  type  A2, 

During  the  year  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  and  we 
have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  vaccination  state  in  the 
district  up  to  school  leaving  age  is  highly  satisfactory,  and  the 
same  too  can  be  said  with  regard  to  immunization  against  diphtheria. 

During  the  year  there  was  an  extensive  measles  outbreak, 
but  there  m^ere  no  deaths. 
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Brucella  Abortus  Infection  - One  case  of  overt  disease 
was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  as 
a result  of  routine  sampling  active  disease  in  cattle  was 
identified  in  ly/o  herds,  both  of  whom  had  a licensed  raw  T.T, 
milk  round.  In  one  instance  9 cows  out  of  a milk  herd  of  I9 

were  found  to  be  infected  on  culture  and  in  addition  four  more  were 
positive  to  the  "ring''  test.  I am  grateful  for  the  great 

assistance  we  have  received  in  undertaking  these  milk 
investigations  not  only  from  Dr.  Iredale  and  his  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Derby,  but  to  Dr,  Biuston  and  his  staff 
of  the  Veterinary  Investigation  Centre,  University  of  Nottingham, 
School  of  Agriculture,  Sutton  Bonington,  Although  notices 

were  served  under  Article  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations, 
1959  the  proper  answer  in  my  opinion  is  to  extend  the  legislation, 
with  exemptions  if  necessary  for  special  circumstances,  to  ensure 
that  all  milk  sold  for  retail  is  heat  treated.

Mr,  Mfci,yor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  mixed  feelings  that  I present  the 
meteorological  report  for  I96I,  It  followed  the  now  familiar 
pattern  of  a v/arm  Spring  followed  by  a cold  and  unsettled  Sumraer, 

Vi'O  old,  however,  manage  to  create  one  or  two  records 
and  near  records,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  temperature 
was  above  average  in  six  out  of  the  tv^elve  months.  In  fact  we 

had  the  warmest  February  since  I926  and  the  vmrmest  March  since  1938, 
By  way  of  deflation  I must  point  out  that  we  had  the  coldest  December 
for  ten  years,  and  the  coldest  night  of  the  whole  year  was  on 
December  g8th,  when  we^shivered  with  the  thermometer  registering  a 
meagre  10°P,  (minus  12°  C),  During  the  suiiimer  we  just  succeeded 

in  touching  80 °F  on  one  occasion  - August  29th, 

The  rainfall  for  the  year,  51 o 5 ins,  was  slightly  above 
average  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  in  March,  May,  June,  September 
and  November  v/e  didn’t  receive  our  usual  quota,  Hov/ever,  the 

other  seven  rionths  more  than  made  up  the  deficiency.  On 

November  29th  we  had  1,32  ins,  in  twenty-four  hours  - by  no  means 
a record,  but  quite  wet  enough. 

During  the  year  the  sun  shone  brightly  for  1203  hours, 
plus  an  indefinite  number  when  the  direct  rays  were  partially 
obscured  by  light  haze.  There  were  also  three  very  bright 

days  in  July  v/hen  no  readings  were  possible,  due  to  the  theft  of 
the  sphere  of  the  sunshine  recorder.  The  July  readings  are, 
therefore,  inaccurate,  September  provided  most  sunshine, 

209  hours  of  it,  but  the  sunniest  day  of  the  year  was  June  29th 
with  14-5  hours. 

The  station  was  opened  in  the  grounds  of  the  Devonshire 
Royal  Hospital  in  1868,  and  for  the  first  30  years,  the  records 
were  taken  by  the  medical  staff  of  the  hospital.  Prom  1899  - 

1923  the  records  were  kept  by  the  late  Mr,  W,  Pilkington,  and 
since  1924  I have  been  responsible. 

The  records,  extending  over  so  many  years,  are  of  the 
utmost  value  to  students  and  research  workers,  while  the  local 
forecasts  are  regularly  requested  by  visitors  for  posting  to 
friends  in  many  countries, 

I should  like  to  acknowledge  the  help  so  readily 
given  by  Mr*  Burton  and  the  Library  staff,  nor  must  I fail  to 
express  my  gratitude  to  the  staff  of  the  Slopes  for  winter 
excavating.  An  underground  tunnel  to  the  meteorological 
station  from  the  Tovm  Hall  would  be  much  appreciated  on  many 
occasions.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  & Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Buxton. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

In  the  rush  of  this  active  age  one  is  apt  to  forget  very 
quickly  the  work  \mdertaken  during  the  preceding  year.  An  Annual 
Report  helps  one  to  reflect  for  a while  on  the  work  done,  the  work 
left  undone  and  work  which  ought  to  have  been  done,  and  in  addition 
to  providing  a permanent  record,  reflection  no  doubt,  provides  one  with 
an  urge  for  more  conserted  efforts  in  the  future.  This  is  my  fourth 
Annual  Report  as  your  Chief  Pxiblic  Health  Inspector  and  as  in  past  years 
I have  endeavoured  to  enlarge  upon  the  columns  of  statistical  figures 
by  adding  observations  and  where  considered  necessary  explanatory  notes. 

Much  has  happened  during  the  year  and  whilst  progress  has 
not  been  so  rapid  as  one  woiild  wish  there  has  been  some  achievements 
worthy  of  record. 

The  resumption  in  the  "slum  clearance"  programme,  commenced 
during  the  latter  part  of  last  year,  moved  slowly  forward.  The 
\anfortunate  delay  in  the  building  of  houses  for  families  displaced  by 
the  demolition  of  unfit  houses  was  overcome,  for  the  time  being,  by  the 
allocation  of  a percentage  of  the  R.A.P.  houses  at  Harpur  Hill,  purchased 
by  the  Council,  and  details  of  progress  are  contained  later  in  the 
Report, 


An  effort  was  made  to  maintain  the  Public  Conveniences  in  a 
satisfactory  manner  and  the  programme  for  instituting  improvements  was 
continued.  The  building  of  new  conveniences  at  Harpur  Hill  was  commenced 
and  plans  prepared  for  a new  Public  Convenience  in  the  centre  of  the  town. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  new  salvage  baling  shed  on  the 
Hogshaw  Tip  Extension  was  brought  into  operation  and  when  completed 
should  prove  a useful  asset  to  the  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  Service, 

On  the  10th  April,  , The  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
(Specified  Areas)  Order,  1961,  came  into  operation  within  the  Borough  of 
Buxton  which  relates  to  the  compulsory  use  of  special  designations  for 
retail  sales  of  milk  within  the  area. 

Milk  sampling  has  continued  on  an  extensive  scale  and  in  any 
area  where  "non-pasteurised"  milk  is  still  obtainable  it  is  essential  to 
maintain  this  practice  and  augment  the  sampling  undertaken  by  other 
authorities. 


The  transfer  of  the  responsibilities  of  means  of  escape  in 
case  of  fire  in  factories  from  this  Local  Authority  to  the  Fire  Brigade 
Authority,  Tonder  Section  9 of  the  Factories  Act,  1 959,  was  carried  out 
satisfactorily  and  I am  pleased  to  record  that  a friendly  and  co-operative 
liaison  exists  between  this  Department  and  the  County  Fire  Brigade  in  all 
matters  of  mutual  interest. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  myself  attended 
the  Annual  Conference  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  Association  held  at 
Bournemouth,  details  of  which  were  supplied  to  Members  of  the  Covtncil. 

I attended  a successful  Week-end  School  organised  by  the  East 
Midlands  Centre  of  the  Health  Inspectors  Association, 

In  addition  your  Authority  has  been  represented  at  area  meetings 
of  the  Clean  Air  Society  and  I have  endeavoured  to  attend  all  quarterly 
meetings  of  the  Derbyshire  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Officers*  Committee, 
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/ continued 


The  post  of  ’’Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector"  was  established  within 
the  Department  but  was  not  filled  by  the  end  of  the  year,  after  wide- 
spread publicity. 

The  Slaughterhouse  Report,  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  was  accepted  and  the  Appointed  Day  for  which  all 
slaughterhouses  within  the  Borough  must  comply  with  the  construction 
regulations  was  fixed  on  the  1st  July,  1961,  The  one  private  slaughter- 
house complied  with  the  regulations  by  that  date  and  the  existing 
licence  was  renewed. 

Turning  to  more  personal  matters,  it  was  with  regret  that  we  learned 
of  the  death  of  Alderman  L.Go  Ludlow  who  had  been  a keen  and  valuable 
Member  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  some  years. 

Mr,  H.C,  Hoggett  retired  from  the  position  of  Town  Clerk  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  and  I would  T/ish  to  record  my  thanks  to  him  for  all 
the  guidance  and  advice  he  gave  me  during  the  three  j,'ears  prior  to  his 
retirement, 

I should  sincerely  wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Staff  for  all 
the  hard  work  they  have  put  in  during  the  year,  often  having  to  work 
under  pressure. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  I express 
my  appreciation  for  understanding  the  diffic\alties  and  their  encouragement 
throughout  the  year. 

I extend  itQr  thanks  to  officials  of  other  Departments  who  have  worked 
in  very  close  co-operation  to  the  benefit  of  all,

Seven  new  cases  of  overcrowding  were  either  reported  or  discovered 
during  1 961 . 

One  case  was  re-housed  by  the  Local  Authority  and  one  case  was  abated 
by  informal  action  of  this  Department. 

Six  cases  of  overcrowding  remained  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  the  cases  detailed  above  a total  of  41  persons  were  involved  and 
13  persons  were  involved  in  relieving  the  overcrowding. 

None  of  the  dwellings  in  which  overcrowding  was  relieved  by  action  of 
the  Local  Authority  have  again  become  overcrowded.

This  section  of  the  Report  covers  the  period  1st  April,  1961  tp 
31st  March,  1962. 

Refuse  Collection 

The  three  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Pore  and  Aft  Refuse  Vehicles  continued 
in  use  for  refuse  collection.  Two  vehicles  are  of  18  cu,  yd.  capacity 
and  one  is  of  12  cu.  yd,  capacity.  The  side-loader,  Shelvoke  and 
Drewiy,  purchased  in  January,  195 "I  is  in  use  for  collecting  covering 
materials  for  the  Controlled  Tip  and  to  replace  the  principle  Refuse 
vehicles  when  any  one  of  these  vehicles  is  off  the  road  for  maintenance 
or  repair. 

During  the  year  surveys  were  made  throughout  the  district  to  ascertain 
the  areas  of  land  which  were  being  used  for  the  indiscriminate  dumping 
of  rubbish.  The  areas  so  located  were  cleared  of  all  accumulations  of 
rubbish  and  the  owners  of  the  land  were  requested  to  co-operate  by 
fencing  off  the  land,  repairing  access  gates  or  posting  adequate  notices. 
Publicity  was  given  through  the  press  of  the  services  offered  by  the 
Co\jncil  for  the  removal  of  excess  or  special  loads  of  refuse  at  a 
nominal  charge.  Routine  inspections  of  the  district  are  undertaken  to 
ensure  that  the  dumping  of  refuse  on  vacant  sites  does  not  become  a 
major  problem  or  a nuisance. 


Test  weighings  of  refuse  collected  were  carried  out  during  the  period 
2Zfth  to  31st  July,  196I  and  again  during  the  period  30th  January  to 
3rd  February,  1962  with  the  following  results :- 


24th  to  31st  July.

117  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  dustbins.  Verbal 
or  written  notices  were  given  for  dilapidated  dustbins  to  be  renewed 
where  necessary. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  disposal  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping. 

Work  was  undertaken  to  ensure  the  adequate  drainage  of  Hogshaw  Tip 
Extension  Site  before  refuse  was  deposited  on  each  section  of  the 
land.  The  access  roads  were  maintained  and  extended  by  use  of  quarry 
chatter.  Obtaining  adequate  covering  material  continues  to  be  a 
problem.  However, in  spite  of  difficulties,  the  principles  of  "controlled 
tipping"  have  been  maintained. 

The  personnel  employed  at  the  Controlled  Tip  consist  of  the  Foreman/ 

Tip  Attendant,  a Muledozer  Driver  and  a Driver  and  Mate  for  the  Shelvoke 
and  Drewry  Side-loader,

Monthly  records  of  vehicle  maintenance  costs  were  continued. 

The  increase  over  the  previous  year’s  costs  was  due  to  replacements 
of  wom  mechanical  parts  on  two  of  the  refuse  collection  vehicles 
and  an  increase  in  fuel  costs  due  to  the  extension  of  the  haul  to 
the  tipping  area. 

The  practice  of  taking  a vehicle  off  the  road  for  one  day  once  in  a 
six-weekly  cycle  for  maintenance  has  helped  to  keep  the  costs  of 
vehicle  maintenance  to  a satisfactory  level. 

Mr,  B,  Golds traw,  the  Foreman/Mechanic  and  the  staff  of  the  maintenance 
depot  continue  to  show  a keen  interest  in  the  maintenance  of  the  vehicles 
and  plant,  and  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
thanks  to  them  for  their  helpful  assistance  so  readily  given. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  Staff 

The  refuse  collection  teams  have  worked  well,  there  being  few  changes 
in  personnel  throughout  the  year. 

The  Borough  is  divided  into  three  districts  with  a team  consisting  of 
a driver  and  four  loaders  to  each  district.  The  teams  in  two  of  the 
districts  are  augmented  by  an  extra  loader  on  days  when  a greater  number 
of  bins  are  collected. 

No  labour  difficulties  were  encountered  during  the  year,  Mr.  R,  Wain, 
refuse  collector,  retired  in  February,  19^2  after  completing  forty 
years  service  with  the  Corporation, 

The  smooth  running  of  the  collection  service  has  been  assisted  by  the 
attention  Mr,  L,  Wood,  the  Foreman/Tip  Attendant  has  given  to  this 
section  of  the  v/ork  of  the  Department,

SALVAGE 


The  system  of  collecting  mixed  waste  paper  and  carton  waste  from  trade 
premises,  free  of  charge,  has  continued.  For  this  purpose  a collector 
with  a Bedford  30  cwt,  van  is  engaged  whole  time  on  this  duty. 

The  refuse  vehicles  are  fitted  with  detachable  baskets  and  cab  roof 
racks  for  the  reception  of  salvageable  materials , from  household  refuse. 

There  has  been  a slight  decrease  in  salvageable  materials  recovered 
during  the  'year,  due  partly  to  the  falling  off  of  demand  from  the 
paper  mills  and  waste  paper  merchants. 

In  June  1961  the  order  was  placed  for  the  erection  of  a new  Salvage/ 
Baling  Depot  on  the  Hogshaw  Tip  Extension,  On  the  23rd  December,  1961 
the  old  Salvage  Yard  at  Charles  Street  was  vacated  and  the  new  buildings 
at  Hogshaw  Tip  ExtensiDi:i  occupied. 

It  was  regretted  that  the  ambitions  of  improving  this  section  of  the 
Cleansing  Service  received  a set  back  due  to  the  effects  of  the 
national  economic  situation.  However,  upon  completion,  this  new 
building  will  be  capable  of  providing  excellent  working  conditions 
mder  cover  with  adequate  provision  for  the  handling  and  storing  of 
recoverable  salvage  from  premises  within  the  Borough. 

By  extracting  some  315  tons  of  materials  from  the  refuse  brought  to  the 
Controlled  Tip,  valuable  tipping  space  has  been  saved  and  consolidation 
of  the  deposited  refuse  has  also  been  made  possible. 

Labour  difficulties  appear  to  have  been  overcome  and  the  employees 
now  engaged  on  this  v/ork  are  proving  satisfactory,  with  the  result 
that  overtime  working  has  been  reduced  to  a minimum.

Haslin  Slaughterhouse  situated  at  Harpur  Hill  continues  to  be  the  only 
licensed  Slaughterhouse  within  the  Borough,

1st  July,  1961  was  the  day  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  from  which  all  Slaughterhouses  in  the  Council's 
district  must  comply  with  the  construction  regulations.  The 
required  notices  were  published  in  the  local  newspapers  and  copies  of 
the  Orders  were  sent  to  the  occupier  of  Haslin  Slaughterhouse, 


Your  Public  Health  Inspectors  were  required  to  continue  meat  inspection 
outside  normal  working  hours  including  Sundays.  The  responsibilities 
were  increased  since  the  nmber  of  carcases  inspected  exceeded  the 
previous  year's  total  by  2,779.

BIOLO&ICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  sample  all  designated 
raw  milk  supplies  once  per  quarter  for  the  methylene  blue  reduction 
test  (keeping  quality),  but  thqjr  do  not  cany  out  any  biological 
tests.  Samples  of  raw  milk  are  taken  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Derby  for  statutory,  biological  and  bacteriological  examination. 

Where  the  presence  of  brucella  abortus  was  found  in  bulk  samples 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  further  sampling  was 
undertaken  at  the  place  of  production  in  an  endeavour  to  isolate  cows 
proved  to  be  infected. 

In  each  case  of  a positive  report  the  area  Veterinary  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  was  notified.  Raw  milk 
from  cows  found  to  be  infected  was  diverted  for  pasteurisation,

The  5 unsatisfactory  samples  (town  mains)  were  obtained  from  taps  of 
private  dwelling  houses. 

Following  receipt  of  an  adverse  report  on  1+  of  the  samples  obtained 
from  private  dwelling  houses,  repeat  samples  were  obtained,  together 
with  samples  from  hydrants  on  the  main  supply  to  the  premises  in 
question  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  fifth 
unsatisfactory  sample  was  taken  from  a drinking  water  tap  in  a flat 
occupied  by  3 persons  following  complaint  of  suspected  food  poisoning. 
It  was  discovered  that  the  supply  was  obtained  from  a tank  and  upon 
further  investigation  a dead  bird  was  discovered  in  the  tank.  The 
tank  was  emptied,  cleansed,  chlorinated  and  covered.  No  further 
reports  of  illness  in  the  family  were  reported  and  repeat  samples 
were  found  upon  examination  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  2 unsatisfactory  samples  obtained  from  other  sources  consisted 
of  raw  v;ater  from  Stanley  Moor  Reservoir  and  Lightwood  Reservoir, 

The  samples  were  taken  at  the  request  of  the  Borough  Engineer  to 
ascertain  the  possible  contamination  of  the  water  from  these 
reservoirs  before  filtration  and  chlorination,
